Progressing according to the  fatentlone 
of God"; and, on the other hand, wa 
have our socialists and anarchists telling ug 
that this much vaunted clvillzstion of ours, with 
ita “stck harry, its divided aims,” [a « gigantic 
fraud, a monster delusfon. The progress of 
ctv lization, says one, “Is an endless series of 
calamities.” “Hell!” shouts another, “mis

That the 
defendants have to prove the- property. was duly 
hypothecated to thems that Murray Forbés was 
a trustee or that he was {n possesston of property 
or money for them and that he teat money out 
rf the fund to Russell and Co.; that the money 
wat doc in 1884 and there was « debt not 
barred, because Ifthere was no debt then this 
charge or settlement was « purely voluntary one, 
The defendants have to produce and prove the 
letter of hyrothecation to explain’ the non- 
existence of the schedule, snd why this letter 
was prepared and glven at the date thereof. 
Secondly, what is the legal effect of such a 
letter of hypothecation without aachedule, That 
the defendants have to prove that they.have n 
good charge nnd tq substantiate every element 
and fota necesvary to sustain ft.

That the defendants have: to prove 
that they are legally in posseeston ofthe properly, 
and that Wil'fam H -well Forbes was entitled to 
hand.them over the litle deeds, These wore the 
points urged by him ia bis opening, and fa 
somiming up, after briefly referring to the facts,- 
he stated that upon the evidence of Mr, Forbes 
I was bound to bold that the let‘er of hypotheca- 
Hon was deliberately concealed, that up to the 
date of thelr bankruptcy Russell & Co, appeared 
as the owners of property absolutely unen- 
cumbered, and that the evidence showed that 
this property was encumbered for the payment 
of.a debt lsrger than the value of the property.

cases clted, poloting out the difference betwern 
cases of voluntary settlement and conveyances 
for valuable conafderation, and after explaining 
the different fac's, which Me, Francis has termed 
badges of fraud, contended that there were al! 
consistent with honest {ntention on the part of 
“Howell Forbes to secure the sum advanced by 
J. Murray, Forbes out of the Howgua trust; 
and that as {t was for valuable consideration I 
must, looking at all the circumstances of the 
case, be satlfied there was a frandulent 
intent.

Cameron on the 17th Febraary, 1886. From 
these two dates, it is sought fo infer when the 
schedule’ was added, With respect to the 
ownership of the leasebold mentioned {a that 
schedule, the roth paragraph of the petitlen 
alleges that the whole of the contentions of the 
plaintiffs and defendants are fully set out in the 
toth paragraph of the petition and in the answer 
thereto, The only p int ia diipuate seems fo be 
whether this property was held by Murray Forhes 
as trustes for the firm Russell & Co. and for the 
aycceasive partners therein, or for himself aud 
two other members of the firm, vig, WilHam 
Howell Forbes and De Courcy Forbes. ft was 
then wholly unencumbered.
